Mr. E. was very 
much' surprised and pleased with the Di- 
vide and think*, that, adding to the un- 
equalled fertility of the soil and it* prom- 
ise of abundant crop*, the health-giving 
climate, the abnpdant pure water and the 
beautiful scenery visible from every 
point it is a most delightful spot In which' 
to live. Certnln crop*- are eow raised in 
abundance and a number of other* will 
be found upon^experimenting which wjU 
be equally Successful.
